Story Of War 
Hero's Death

Full details of lhi> death of 
First Lieutenant Ooorgp Tsbrll, 
former ToiTanc<- boy who was 
shot down in a P-38 in Juxosla- 
via worn received hero recently 
by his widow, Mrs. E. P. Kent I 
Jr., who since has remarried.

According to the War Depart­ 
ment communique, IsbfU was 
killed April 6, 1945 when his 
fighter plane was shot down 
while on a tail line an Uadovl- 
jlca, Yugoslavia. Local residents 
removed the body and burled 
the war hero near the scene of 
the crash. His remains were dis­ 
interred and removed to the 
United States Military Cemetery 
at Belgrad, Yugoslavia. Official 
designation of the grave is, 
Plot C, Row 10, Grave 402.
